nrlces. On the other hand, they offer
America., products to German buyers at
as high prices ns possible. It is poor
comfort for us to know thnt the Amerl- -

cans are playing the same game ns

ftheir former Allies."

to help Germans in their work of re-

construction bj allowing Germany to
enter the American money market.

"Not without reason," he concludes,
